ON JAPS AT BUNA

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN 
AUSTRALIA, Dec. 18 (AP)-—Japa- 
nese cornered in pockets about 
Buna village continued their last- 
man, last-ditch stand today and 
even offered attacks at two points 
in the New Guinea battle area, 
but a headquarters communique 
said “our lines are gradually clos- 
ing in, in the face of strong enemy 
resistance.” The air arm was aid- 
ing. 
The Australian and American 
troops who had backed the Japa- 
nese to the sea were faced with the 
problem of driving them out of the 
Buna Government Station, from a 
coconut grove south of the station, 
and from a sand spit and Man- 
grove Island seven miles north of 
Buna, 

Allied guns smashed a bridge 
leading to the Government Station. 
When Allied troops came up to the 
grove the Japanese laid down a 
barrage of mortar shells and then 
vainly tried to counterattack, los- 
ing 20 dead and one prisoner. 

Action West of Gona. 

Another Japanese force attempt- 
ed to repeat infiltration tactics 
west of Gona. Australians there 
killed 15 and took one Japanese 
prisoner, dispatches from the front 
said 


Allied planes strafed another 
group of Japanese on Mangrove 
Island and the communique said 
that enemy refugees in the Kumusi 
ielta were bombed. 

A recapitulation of the air arm’s 

yity against the force of Japa- 
nese that attempted to land Mon- 
fday in the Kumusi-Mambare rivers 
area disclosed that an assortment 
of bombers and fighters was 
thrown 230 times into that battle, 
dropping a total of 82 tons of 
bombs on the landing party and 
firing 34,000 rounds into rafts of oil 
drums alone. 

Hundreds of parachute fragmen- 
tation bombs, which are released 
from attack planes at 80 to 100 feet 
altitudes, were released in the 
strafing of the Mambare landing 
party. 

18 Zeros Shot Down. 

In the air battles that accom- 
panied the engagement, American 
Liberator bombers shot down 18 
of 36 Japanese Zero planes and 
damaged five others. 

The headquarters communique 
also reported ground activity— 
mentioned rarely before—in the 
Salamaua area to the north. 

“Our patrols maintain pressure 
on the enemy outposts at Salamaua 
and are protecting friendly na- 
tives,” it said. Salamaua is about 
140 miles up the coast from Buna. 
Salamaua and Lae are the main 
Japanese bases in New Guinea.

FORTRESSES RAID

WASHINGTON, Dec. 18 (AP).— 
The Navy announced today that 
Army Flying Fortresses with Aira- 
cobra fighters as escorts had made 
another attack on the Japanese 
base at Munda on New Georgia 
Island in the Solomons, but said 
results were not reported. 


The announcement, noting that 
yesterday’s communique reported 
12 Japanese Zero fighters had been 
shot down in the vicinity of New 
Georgia Island on Dec. 16, said: 

“A correction hag been received 
from the South Pacific stating 
that the number shot down was 
three instead of 12.” 

The correction left the total of 
Japanese planes reported destroyed 
in the Solomons campaign to date 
at 640. 

The use of Airacobra fighters as 
escorté for the Flying Fortresses 
apparently wag the result of re- 
sistance by Zeros in the Dec, 16 
raid. 


TURKISH ENVOYS TO BERLIN 
AND MOSCOW ON WAY HOME 


ANKARA, Dec. 17 (Delayed) 

(AP).—The Turkish Ambassadors 
to Berlin and Moscow were on their 
way home today for consultation 
with their Government, 
Saffet Arikan, envoy to Berlin 
and former Turkish Defense Min- 
ister, originally was scheduled to 
reach Ankara Tuesday, but now 
is expected Saturday. He will be 
followed within a few days by 
Cevat Achikalin, Ambassador to 
Moscow. 

Both visits were attracting con- 
siderable diplomatic interest here 
following Turkey’s pro-Allied re- 
action to Allied successes in the 
Mediterranean and the recent re- 
port that Turkish-Russian relations 
had improved to the point where, 
as one trustworthy diplomatic 
source put it, “concrete rapproche- 
ment could be visualized.” 


Roosevelt Gives Nazi Iron Cross 


To New York Columnist by Proxy 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 18 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt gave a Ger- 
man Iron Cross to a newspaper 


man today by proxy. 

The black cross with a swastika 
on it, suspended from a black and 
red ribbon, rested on the Presi- 
dent’s desk during the press con- 
ference. 

After the conference, Roosevelt 
handed the medal—the White 
House did not say where he got it 
~to Earl Godwin, radio commen- 
tator, who said Roosevelt told him 
to present it to John O’Donnell of 
the New York Daily News for a 
column O’Donnell had written 
mentioning George Durno, former 
White House correspondent for In- 
ternational News Service, now a 
captain in the air transport com- 
mand. 

A clipping of the column also 
‘was on the President’s desk: during 
the press conference. In it, O’Don- 
nell reproduced part of a letter

CHUNGKING, Dec. 18 (AP).— 
Lieut, Gen. Joseph W. Stilwell’s 
headquarters announced today the 
renewal of the offensive against 
Japanese installations, with United 
States Army Air Forces striking 
two important objectives. 

“On Dec. 12 Tengchung (Ten- 
gyueh), possible advance base of 
enemy operations in Yunnan, was 
attacked by a bomber-fighter mis- 
sion,” the communique said.

All other 
planes completed the mission. 

On Dec. 14 Gialan?t airdrome at 
Hanoi was badly damaged by 
United States bombers with fighter 
escort. Direct hits were reported 
on repair shops, barracks, two 
large hangars and runways, and a 
large fire was started in an area 
believed used for oil and munitions 
storage.

Sixth Allied Raid in Six Days on 
Japanese in Burma. 

NEW DELHI, Dec. 18 (AP), —

from a low altitude, a British com- 
munique announced today.

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN 
NORTH AFRICA, Dec. 18 (AP).— 
A German soldier captured in the 
fighting in Tunisia complained, in 
admitting he didn’t like American 
soldiers: 

“They are crazy enough to attack 
our heavy Mark-Four tanks with 
light ones and get away with it.” 

Sergt. Henry Furowski of Akron, 
O., told the story today in relating 
how his Major led an attack in 
which 12 German tanks were de- 
stroyed while the Americans lost 


only four.

Royal Force bombed targets in 
North ' Germany and  iaid 
mines in enemy waters last night 
in a raid from which 18 bombers 
are missing, an Air Ministry com- 
munique-said today. 

Low. clotids were encountered 
over the objectives, it was stated, 
and results of ‘the bombings were 
not seen. 

(A Berlin broadcast quoting 
DNB, German news agency, said 
21 British bombers were shot 
down. It described the raids as 
being conducted by “weak forces” 
and said there were some casual- 
ties and some material damage, 
“mainly in rural areas.” DNB 
said the raiders were shot down 
by “concentrated German  de- 
fenses,” partly before they reached 
the German frontier). 

Except for a small-scale British 
assault on Northwest Germany the 
previous ‘night, targets in that 
country have been bombed only 
on two nights so far this month— 
on Dec. 2, when Frankfurt was 
the main objective, and on Dec. 6, 


when the raiders centered on 
southwest Germany. ‘

Grandson of Thomas Fortune 
Ryan First to Reach Armis- 
tice Commission’s Rooms. 


WITH THE AMERICAN ARMY 
AT CASABLANCA, Dec. 18 (AP). — 
Sergt. Richard N. Ryan, 31-year- 
old grandson of the late New York 
financier, Thomas Fortune Ryan, 
has become one of the first enlist- 
ed men in the African campaign 
to win promotion in the field.

Of the three vessels announced 
by the Admiralty as probably sunk 
by submarines in the Mediter- 
ranean, one was a medium trans- 
port bound for Tunisia with a 
heavy cargo of motor vehicles. It 
was said to have run aground in 
sinking condition after being tor- 
pedoed, The other two were at- 
tacked in the Guif of Naples and 
were regarded officially as de- 
stroyed. 3 

Another Axis ship was sunk yes- 
terday at Tunis by American 
planes operating from the west. 

Meanwhile, it was disclosed in 
Cairo that a United States air 
force troop transport squadron is 
playing an important part in keep- 
ing the Eighth Army supplied. 

Dally the big planes leave Cairo 
loaded with bombs and other mu- 
nitions, food and gasoline, for the 
trip of almost 1000 miles to the 
combat gone west of El Agheila 
and land close behind the advanc- 
ing British troops. Then, loaded 
with wounded, they fly back. 

The American crews carry their 
sleeping bags and bed down 
wherever darkness overtakes them. 
At daylight the flight is resumed. 
Since the American squadron be- 
gan operations its planes have 
been grounded only for necessary 
engine checks.

SAID TO FIRE 12,000 
SHOTS A MINUTE 


One-Man Weapon Shown to 
Armed Forces Has No Flash, 
Noise or Recoil. 


‘LOS ANGELES, Dec. 18 (AP).— 
Inventor W. B. Hale displayed yes- 
terday a new gun fired with com- 
pressed air contained in a cylinder 
fon the under side. There is no 
powder, no flash, no noise and no 


recoil. 

The Nazis boast their newest 
weapon will fire 3000 rounds a 
minute, but Hale asserts his weap- 
on will shoot 12,000 rounds in 60 
seconds. It fires the equivalent of 
a 50-caliber bullet. 

The Dix Manufacturing Co., of 
which Hale is chief engineer, pro- 
duced the weapon.

Is Passed by Board. 

The Board of Aldermen passed 

17 bills today, which creates a 
long-sought municipal fire preven- 
tion bureau. This measure, effec- 
tive when signed by the Mayor, 
provides for appointment of a fire 
marshal, an assistant fire marshal 
and a force of inspectors to carry 
out orders and recommendations 
made by the marshal. Moving 
force behind the measure was Fire 
Chief Joseph W. Morgan, who has 
said the bill was designed to pre- 
vent such disasters as the Boston 
and St. John’s fires. 
Other bills passed were: Pro- 
hibiting smoking on street cars, 
busses and service cars; providing 
a $5 to $25 fine for failure to re- 
port to the police the killing or 
injuring of a domestic animal by 
a motor vehicle; a 5 per cent tax 
on the gross receipts of South- 
western Bell Telephone Co.; a 
$50,000 supplemental appropriation 
for the Office of Civilian Defense, 
and 10 minor parking measures.

‘Meanwhile, the Government pre- 
pared for a 13 per cent cut in 
civilian pork, veal, lamb and mut- 
ton supplies for the first three 
months of 1943. The effect will be 
a voluntary 35-ounce limit a wéek 
on meat for each person instead of 
the present voluntary rationing 
basis of 40 ounces a week, 

The OPA announced the new 
cut last night at the direction of 
the food administrator, Secretary 
of Agriculture Wickard. 

Wickard said that present civil- 
ian allocatioms of 40 ounces, or 2.5 
pounds of meat.a week, were based 
on estimates made last fall that 
the armed forces and lend-lease 
program would require six and a 
half billion pounds of meat during 
1943, Latest estimates indicate, he 
said, that such needs will be at 
least eight billion pounds a year. 

Under the new meat restriction 
order, slaughter for civilian con- 
sumption during the first quarter 
of 1943 will.be limited te the fol- 
lowing percentages of deliveries to 
civilians during the last quarter 
of 1942: Beef, 70 per cent; pork, 
70; veal, 70, and lamb and mutton, 
75 per cent. 

These percentages constitute the 
following reductions from civilian 
quotas for the current or last quar- 
ter of 1942: Beef unchanged; pork, 
6.6; veal, 30, and lamb and mut- 
ton, 21 per cent. 

It was pointed out that although 
the cuts in deliveries of veal and 
lambs are large, they represent a 
relatively minor part of the total 
meat supply. 

Only slaughterers. killing more 
than 500,000 pounds per quarter 
are subject to the specific percent- 
age quotas under the meat restric- 
tion order, The small or “non- 
quota” slaughterers are prohibited 
from delivering more than 100 per 
cent of the quantity they made 
available to civilians during the 
corresponding period of 1941,

When the ship takes the air, 


every one of those devices will | this 


carry messages of significance to 
a group of engineers in a labora- 
tory below, where the mechanical 
observations on the plane’s per- 
formance will be recorded on 
charts. 

Such factors as flutters, vibra- 
tions, stresses, tempera- 
tures, speéd and altitude will be 
inscribed for the engineers to 
study at leisure, Woodhead ex- 
plained. 

Thus on one flight, he said, will 
be provided, a mass of data which 
it might take a test pilot many 
hours of flying time to acquire. 

“In some instances,” said Wood- 
head, “the device might save a 
year of engineering development 


which would be lost in the event 
of a crash during a test flight. 
In such a case the defects causing 
the crash would have been faith- 
fully recorded.” 

Crashes can be averted by the 
flight test recorder, he said, Dur- 
ing a flight, the engineers, per- 
haps miles away, know more about 
the plane’s performance than does 
the pilot, and can warn him by 
radio of approaching difficulties. 

Under the old system, a pilot 
might be instructed to take an ex- 
perimental ship up and pull it 
out of a dive. He would strap a 
notebook to his right knee, and go 
up. When he had pulled out of 
the dive, if he pulled out at all, 
he would jot down such of the 
plane’s characteristics as he had 
noted. When the radio recorder 
is used, the procedure runs like 


Chief Test Pilot Frank Davis 
goes up to test elevator hinge 
brackets during a pull-out. Before 
he can start hig dive, a screech is 
heard on the receiving set below. 
The engineers take a quick look 
at thcir charts. 

“Engine mount strain gauges 
show excessive vibration at 2300

| These assaults followed raids on 
| Tunis and Bizerte Sunday, Mon- 
day and Tuesday, and announced 
earlier yesterday in an Allied 
headquarters communique. 

A great force of Flying Fort- 
resses led off yesterday with a 
noon attack on the naval base 
and docks at. Bizerte, and docks 
and shipping at Tunis. Large 
fires were started on the docks 


‘and at least one ship was sunk by 
‘a direct hit at Tunis,‘ 

At Bizerte the American pilots 
saw fires spreading among the 
docks and naval installations after 
their heavy explosives crashed 
into them. 

The 50-caliber machine gung of 
the B-1l7g knocked down three of 
the five Axis planes destroyed. The 
three enemy planes. were claimed 
from a swarm of German fighters 
that attempted to break up the 
raid on Tunis, ; 

A strong force of A-20 Douglas 
light bombers escorted by P-38 
fighters bombed and strafed in- 
stallations at Gabes airdrome. 
Messerschmitt 109-F fighters at- 
tacked and pursued the American 
planes for several minutes, but 
broke off the engagement and fled 
when the escorting P-38 turned 
on them, 

Raid on Field Near Tunis. 

A-20 light bombers with P-38 
fighter escort roared over an Axis 
airdrome west of Sidi Tabet, north- 
west of Tunis, and scored numerous 
hits on the landing field, setting 
fires visible for 20 miles. 

These planes also had to run a 
gantlet of many Messerschmitt 
fighters as the Germans sent aloft 
a record number of planes in an 
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effort to block the sixth day’s 
activities of the Twelfth Air Forces 
first concentrated aerial offensive. 
One P-38 was damaged in this 
foray. 

Other American planes on coastal 
patrol accounted for the two other 
enemy planes, Junkers-88s. One of 
the German bombers crashed into 
the sea when pounced on by four 
P-38 fighters despite the presence 
of an equal number of escorting 
Messerschmitts. 

The four American pilots who 
shared in the destruction of that 
bomber were Maj. R. F. Rudell of 
Buffalo, N. Y., Lieut. B, R. Mul- 
doon, Springfield, Ill., Lieut. J. L. 
Moutier, Peoria, Tll., and Lieut. 
Anthony Sgroi, St. Louis. 

The German high command said 
activity in Tunisia was confined 
to reconnaissance patrols and air 
attacks on Allied , mechanized 
forces and artillery emplacements. 
Night raids were reported on rail- 
way installations in Algeria. 

The communique said eight Al- 
lied planes were downed in the 
Mediterranean theater, against 
four lost by the Axis. 

The German Transocean news 
agency quoted military quarters 
as saying Birtish and American 
troops had retreated farther west 
in Tunisia, abandoning important 
ground which could have been de- 
fended easily. 

These sources said the Allies 
“manifestly had not recovered” 
from the effects of four days’ 
fighting last week around Tebour- 
ba, 20 miles west of Tunis. 

The Germans said in this battle, 
the British and Americans lost 60 
tanks, 42 motorized guns, 40 mor- 
tars, 374 trucks and other mate- 
riel. They said 800 prisoners were 
taken and “a much greater num- 
ber was killed.” 

Allied supply ports of Philippe- 
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bombed Wednesday night, the 
agency said, adding that big fires 
caused extensive damage at La- 
calle, 

The Italian communique said 
“patrol activity was intense” in 
Tunisia. “In spite of bad weather, 
the port of Philippeville (Allied 
base in Eastern Algeria) was at- 
tacked with good results by our 
bombers.”

No ‘Holiday Spirit.’ 

Certainly, there is no “holiday 
spirit” in the sense that the west- 
ern world has come to know this 
term.

One can be forgiven in these 
circumstances if one indulges in 
occasional nostalgic reveries about 
the holidays at home.

The Red Star, the Soviet Army 
publication, gives an account, for 
example, of the steady reduction of 
“Nazi “dzots,” or pillboxes, which 
has sufficient chill for the most en- 
thusiastic holiday-maker. ‘These 
pillboxes, constructed from timber 
imbedded in the ground, or banked 
around with earth and covered 
with alternate layers of earth and 
timber, appear to be the backbone 
of the German defense in depth 
along the whole line in this re- 
gion. 

One Red Army unit with two 45 
mm. guns is credited with the de- 
struction of 15 such pillboxes in a 
period of a few days. It was done, 
the Red Star explains, by the most 
careful preparation. Guns, moved 
into position during the night, pro- 
vided a shield against splinters, 
All tracks in the snow were 
obliterated and the position chosen, 
the Red Star says, with special 
view to the absence of any fea- 
tures which might give the enemy 
the range.

Hitler vs. High Command. 

T the outset the war plan pro- 

ceeded according to schedule 
and in a most imposing manner. 
But against Hitler’s edictions, 
the Russian state did not disin- 
tegrate and the political victory 
did not occur. Furthermore, the 
progress of the German armies 
was slcwed up even by the re- 
treating Russian armies and the 
scorched earth policy confronted 
the Germans with something quite 
new. 

Late in the fall of 1941, the 
High Command, under the leader- 
ship of Von Brauchitsch wanted 
to revise the war plan, and now, 
purely over a matter of military 
strategy, the old antagonism be- 
tween Army and party was re- 
vived, 

It is now clear that Von Brauch- 
itsch counseled against a winter 
offensive, counseling withdrawal 
to shorter lines. Hitler insisted 
on continuing the offensive for po- 
litical reasons. He apparently had 
made a deal with Japan that it 
was to enter the war by an attack 
on the United States when the 
fall of Moscow was imminent. 


Thus the German offensive be- 
fore Moscow continued until Dec. 
7, the.. day of Pearl Harbor—and 
on that very day the Russian win- 
ter counteroffensive began. The 
Germans suffered their first major 
defeat in this war simultaneously 
with the Japanese attack on Ha- 
waii. 

By spring, Hitler was forced 
publicly to admit that the first

Men Sleep in Hammocks. 


Each compartment was filled 
with long wooden tables, with 
benches at each side. The men 
ate at these tables, and at night 
slept in. white canvas hammocks 
slung: from hooks just above the 
tables. 

It seemed terribly crowded, some 
complained bitterly of the food and 
didn’t eat for days. Yet many of 
the boys said it was swell com- 
pared to the way they came over 
from home to Britain. 

Sometimes I ate below with the 
troops, and I'll have to say that 
their food was as good as ours in 
the officers’ mess, and that was ex- 
cellent. Some crowding is un- 
avoidable. It’s bad, but I don’t 
know how else you'd get enough 
men anywhere fast enough. 

The worst trouble was a lack of 
hot water. The water for washing 
dishes was only tepid, and there 
was no soap. As a result the dishes 
got greasy, and some troops got a 
mild dysentery from it. The Amer- 
ican Army officers, much to their 
credit, continued to raise so much 
hell about the ship that by the

“ Senate to Investigate Fuel Supplies. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
HE Senate has authorized a special 
committee to investigate the fuel 
supply west of the Mississippi River. 
(The region bounded by the Mississippi, 
the Rocky Mountains, the Canadian bor- 
der and Mexico.) 
The Trans-Mississippi Committee will 
probably be headed by Senator Clark of 


‘ Missouri. Its chief aim will be to deter- 


mine the present and potential supply 
of oil, natural gas and coal in the region. 

Fuel oil is rationed in this region, al- 
though the area produces about 68 per 
cent of the nation’s crude, and is self- 
sufficient with regard to coal. In view 
of this situation, it does not seem rea- 
sonable that fuel oil should be rationed 
in this district. I have been told that 
the supply of fuel oil in this region is 
sufficient to deliver all that can be 
transported to the East, and also to sup- 
ply householders with normal amounts. 

I hope the committee will establish 
this condition, and householders who 
use fuel oil will get relief from the dras- 
tic rationing allotments. In the East, ra- 
tioning is absolutely necessary because 
sufficient fuel oil cannot be transported. 

This is not true in the Central West, 
and the Central West should not be 
penalized. From accounts I read, this 
rationing in the Central West started, 
not because of a shortage of petroleum, 
but because of a shortage of oil tankers 
and lack of railroad transportation to 
get the of] Hast. . 

I hope the committee will clarify the 
situation and bring quick relief to house- 
holders who are obliged to use fuel oil. 
The ‘general dissatisfaction because of 
the rationing of fuel oil in this district 
does not tend to promote the war —"

MAYOR BECKER’S FINE DECISION— 


AND A REVIEW OF HIS RECORD. 

Mayor Becker has done a courageous and splendid 
thing in deciding ‘to veto the ward redistricting bill 
“passed by the Board of Aldermen and, even though he 
may suffer politically as a result, he will be able to 
the end of his days to look back on an honorable ac- 
tion. with satisfaction and pride. In the long run, 
however, we do not believe he will suffer politically. 


| If he has embittered some powerful elements of his 


party, he has increased his stature with the commu-

ing was one of gravity, sympathy for minorities, re- 
spect for his own pledge to redistrict the city in a 
proper way and a judicial approach to the issues 
involved. Never was the Mayor in better form. 

The veto was a fine thing, because the Mayor 
could have signed the bill and made a strong defense 
of such action. He could have argued cogently that 
the bill was not without virtue. It did correct to 
a very large extent the disparities in the popula- 
tions of the present wards, which is one of the 
principal objectives of redistricting, though it had 
other bad faults. He could have used as a reason 
his eagerness to have ‘the new boundaries drawn 
by the time of the spring eléctions and, if he had 
been willing té stoop to employ a stratagem, he could 
have attempted to throw the onus of failure to draw 
the boundaries on the Blection Board. Worse things 
than that have been done in politics. 

But he played fair with himself, with the public 
and with the Election Board, accepting the latter’s 
decision that the task could not be done in time. 


Perhaps this action of the Mayor is an occasion | 


for a brief casting of accounts. For much of the 
time since he was elected as a reform candidate, he 
has been subjected to heavy criticism, but again and 
again he has shown that criticism to be without 
sound or just basis, even though it might emanate 
from the most well-meaning persons, interested only 
in the city’s welfare. Time after time, when the 
test has come, the Mayor has risen to it in an ad- 
mirable way. 
lessly at times given rise to certain misgivings is, 
of course, undeniable. But when the race had been 
run, Becker has acquitted himself handsomely. 

In the case of smoke elimination, there was a 
belief early in the Becker administration that the 
Mayor did not have a perfect grasp of the problem 
and might, therefore, do something to jeopardize a 
movement that is now giving St. Louis its third 
straight smokeless winter. But the Mayor shattered 
this belief by leaving Chairman Ford and his’ com- 
mittee, who have done such invaluable work for the 
city, in control of the problem and even of reappoint- 
ing Mr. Tucker as Smoke Commissioner. 

The latter was a hard choice politically, because 
Mr. Tucker was a very intimate personal and polit- 
ical friend of ex-Mayor Dickmann, under whom the 
anti-smoke movement started, and, therefore, was 
anathema to many Republican politicians. Not only 
did Mayor Becker reappoint Mr. Tucker, but he left 
his department intact to the last stenographer, and 
when Mr. Tucker decided to quit, the Mayor urged 
him to stay. When Mr. Tucker finally left, the 
Mayor appointed an excellent successor, who was 
completely persona grata to Chairman Ford. 

In the case of civil service, although the Mayor 
supported it vigorously in the special election, there 
were those who said he did not have Bis heart in 
the movement and was merely engaging in window- 
dressing. But when the votes were counted, the civil 
service proposition carried, to the surprise of many 
political wiseacres. Then it was predicted by the 
skeptical that the Mdyor would sabotage it by’ ap- 
pointing a poor commission, yet when the smoke 
rolled away, the commission was found to be com- 
posed of Daniel N. Kirby, noted St. Louis lawyer, Lu- 
ther Ely Smith, holder of the St. Louis Award and 
for 40 years one of the most valuable of our citi- 
zens, and Paul J. Kaveney, a younger man but one 
who has done, we believe, a very good job. 

When the time came to appoint a Personnel Direc- 
tor, this commission appointed one of the best avail- 
able in Mr. Scearce. And when the Board of Alder- 
men tried to seize power over civil service and Mr. 
Scearce’s pay was lowered by $1500 a year, the Mayor 
pending court settlement, decided to pay the differ- 
ence out of his own contingent fund, though he was 
under no obligation whatever to do so. 

So, in three great municipal crises, the Mayor has 
thus far fulfilled the expectations of those who voted 
for him. His study and grasp of civic problems, his 
determination to live up his campaign pledges, 
his physical vigor, which Mas enabled him at times 
to work 18 hours a day, and his great enthusiasm 
have made hig administration, to this point, a nota- 
ble one. We hope he keeps it up. We hopé it will 
be possible every six months to rewrite this editorial 
in terms of the Mayor’s future performance. 

PEACE BY COOLING OFF. 

Herbert Hoover is the latest of a growing num- 
ber of advocates of peace by cooling off. Like all 
of them, he believes that no good can come of an- 
other Versailles which would “settle” everything at 
a moment when hate, resentment and pressures of 
all sorts will be at their highest. pitch. 

Hoover suggests that the end of the fighting should 
be immediately followed by a “conditional” peace. 
With all its terms agreed on in advance by the 
United Nations—a necessity which Sumner Welles 
has already pointed out—this would be a sort of 
super-armistice for the purpose of disarming the 
enemy, establishing temporary frontiers and for get- 
ting the big task of rehabilitation under way. 

The réal peace—the permanent peace—would be 
built more deliberately by commissions, representing 
the dominant nations, which would be assigned to 
the study and settlement of long-range problems. 

Hoover is somewhat vague about this post-war 
peace machinery Perhaps he had to be in a speech. 
Be that as it may, there certainly are doubts about 
the wisdom of letting a state of “conditional” peace 
drag on indefinitely. Almost surely, it would par- 
take of the nature of a military dictatorship—and 
a foreign one at that—in the Axis countries and 
perhaps in others, too. Thus, there not only is the 
danger that it might stir up new resentments, but 
also the greater danger that it might become a habit 
—that, gradually, it would be accepted as more or 
less permanent—with basic solutions still unattained. 

It is for this reason, among others, that other 
commentators have suggested a “full-dress” peace 
conference to be held a specified length of time— 
say two years—after the armistice. ee ., |

It ig to the interest of Federal Court litigants 
in the Eastern District that the new Judge be a 
resident of this part of Missouri. The St. Louis Bar 
Association acted to protect those interests when it 
took a stand for the judgeship bill in the House form. 
It will so act again if it comes out for the appoint- 
ment of an outstanding lawyer in this area. 
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MR. FISH BOWS OUT OF FOREIGN AFFAIRS. 

One of the arguments raised against voting for Re- 
paiblicans for Congress in the recent election was 
that Representative Hamilton Fish, a foremost critic 
of the Roosevelt administration’s foreign policy, 
would become chairman of the House Foreign Af- 
fairs Committee in the event that the lower chamber 
received a Republican majority. 

All who entertained fears on this score may now 
breathe easier. Congressman Fish, although re- 
elected, has resigned his post on the committee. 

Why has the anti-New Dealer who represents the 
President’s home district taken this surprise step? 
Is it to relieve the Republicans of some possible 
fiture embarrassment? Is it because he is trying 
to keep down the so-called isolationist issue in this 
period of Republican rise? 

Any answer will need to take into account the fact 


that Mr. Fish is also the ranking Republican mem-. 


ber on the House Rules Committee. The Rules Com- 
mittee is, in many respects, the most powerful com- 
mittee in the lower chamber. How much control 
of the chairmanship means to an administration was 
demonstrated when Tammany’s John J. O’Connor so 
tied up key New Deal legislation that he was marked 
in the 1938 purge and beaten. 

Congressman Fish might or might not take a per- 
sonal pleasure in heading the House Foreign Affairs 
Committee. He is practical politician enough to pre- 
fer the chairmanship of the Rules Committee, Under 
congressional custom, he would have to take his 
choice if both chairmanships were open to him. In 
short, he has decided that question ahead of time and 
he has chosen the committee which can bottle up 
legislation or can plan shortcuts to speed it through. 

Hamilton Fish knows his Congress. He has not 
been on Capitol Hill 22 years for nothing. 
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‘WAACS, BUT NO WOMAN ARMY DOCTORS. 

Secretary of War Stimson has reaffirmed the Army 
ban against commissioning woman doctors. He now 
defends his mid-Victorian stand by asserting that a 
woman doctor can fill the vacancy left by a man 
doctor who hag entered one of the armed services, 
He repeats there is no authority for giving commis- 
sions to woman doctors.

time we left it things were in much 
better shape. , 
Water Twice a Day. 

In our cabins we had water only 
twice a day—7 to 9 in the morning, 
and 5:30 to 6:30 in the evening. It 
was unheated, so we shaved in cold 
water. The troops took lukewarm 
salt-water showers, by Army order, 
every three days. 

The enlisted men were allowed 
to go anywhere on deck they 
wished, except for a small portion 
of one deck set aside for officers. 
Theoretically, the officers weren't 
permitted on the enlisted men’s 
deck, but that soon broke down. 
We correspondents could go any- 
where we pleased. 

Instructions for “battle stations” 
in case of attack were issued. All 
officers had to stay in their cabins, 
all soldiers had to remain below. 
Troops in the two bottom decks, 
down by the water line, were to 
move up to the next two decks 
above them. 

Only we correspondents were to 
be allowed on deck during an at- 
tack. Being useless as well as 
gifted, we were honored with the 
divine right of getting ourselves 
shot if that’s what we wanted. 


Speculation on Destination. 

We correspondents knew where 
we were going. Some of the of- 
ficers knew too, and the rest could 
guess. But an amazing number of 
soldiers had no idea where they 
were bound. 

Some thought we were going to 
Russia over the Murmansk route. 
Some thought it was* Norway. 
Some thought it was Iceland. A 
few sincerely believed we were re- 
turning to America.

Slaughter 
Near Top 


NEW YORK, Dec. 18 (AP).—] 


The leading slugger in the Na- 
tional League last season, official 
records released today showed, 
was Johnny Mize of the New York 


Giants. 

The husky first baseman 
was traded away from the 
dinals after the 1941 season be- 
cause they thought he had passed 
his peak, led the senior circuit 
this year in runs batted in with 
110 and had a slugging percentage 
of 521 based on his extra base 
Aitting. 

Mize’s batting average was. .305, 
but in return for his 541 times ‘at 
bat he collected 282 total bases, 
including 26 homers, 25 doubles 
and seven triples. 

Right behind Mize in slugging 
percentage was his manager and 
teammate, Mel Ott, with .497, fol- 
lowed by Enos Slaughter, Cardi- 
nals, .494; Stan Musial, Cardinals, 
-490; and Ernie Lombardi, Boston, 
the batting champion, with .482. 

Camilli Second, 

Dolph Camilli of Brooklyn, who 
led in runs batted in a year ago, 
finished a close second last season 
with 109. Only Mize and Camilli 
succeeded in knocking across more 
than a hundred. 

Along with the figures on slug- 
ging, the National League also 
jéased a miscellany of other rec- 
ords, 

Ott, for instance, received 109 
bases on balls to lead the league 
for the sixth time and make the 
tenth year in which he has re- 
ceived more than 100 walks, His 
lifetime total of 1444 is a record. 
Ott’s 93 runs batted in also boost- 
ed his record total to 1648. 

Vince DiMaggio of Pittsburgh 
led in strikeouts with 87, two 
more than Camilli. A year ago 

amilli was the leader with 115 
and DiMaggio fanned 100 times. 

Nicholas (Mickey) Witek of the 
Giants, who was the leading sec- 
ond baseman on the basis of field- 
ing percentage, hit into the most 
double plays, 23. 

Bill Nicholson of the Cubs and 
Dick Bartell of the Giants tied for 
being hit most often by pitchers, 
each with eight. 

Cards Best at Home. 

The Cardinals, enroute to win- 
ning the pennant and world cham- 
pionship, proved themselves the 
best home club in the league, but 
the Dodgers were tops on the road. 
At home the Cardinal’ won 60 and 
lost 17 while Brooklyn won 57 and 
lost 22. On the road Brooklyn 
won 47 and lost 28 while the Car- 
dinals won 46 and lost 31. 

The Cardinals were the most 
proficient at winning shutout’ 
games, bagging 18 while being 
blanked themselves seven times. 
In the same category Brooklyn 
won 16 and lost eight. 

On the other hand the Dodgers 
were without a rival at winning 
those spine-tingling contests de- 
cided by one run, They played 44 
of them and won 27.. The Giants 
were second with 21 triumphs out 
of 39 and the Cardinals third with 
25 out of 49. . 

The Cardinals had the best rec- 
ord in extra-inning games—win- 
riing 12, losing five and playing 
two ties. Brooklyn won 13 and 
lost seven. —

intensive action, in a letter written 
Nov. 14, Sieber said he had carried 
58 wounded in his ambulance, about 
equally divided between stretcher 
cases and “sitters,” during 10 days 
in the advanced post which was 
constantly under fire. 
Tells of Close Call. 

“The closest call for us came the 
day after the long advance began,” 
Sieber wrote, “when we were in an 
area in which there were known 
to be no enemy in action and had 
begun mistakenly ‘to relax a bit, 
at least mentally. A Junkers JV- 
88, probably long range from Crete, 
suddenly popped over the ridge 
between us and the sea. The ack- 
ack picked him up at once with a 
hail of fire. As a result he didn’t 
have time to see where he was or 
what he shot at. He jettisoned his 
bomb load and two of them fell 
in the center of our camp. ) 

“One bomb hit 12 yards from 
one of our cars and absolutely rid- 
died the thing. The driver was 
unhurt as he was out and into his 
slit trench. Two Tommies were 
cut by shrapnel from the other 
bomb but no casualties, luckily 
enough. They say the plane was 
shot down later.” 

Observing that “currents of 
events are funny things,” Sieber 
said he had intended to park double 
with that car the night before, 
having encountered it in the pitch 
dark on returning from a run, 
but “we just fogged on for some 
reason or other.” 

During a lull, Sieber related, 
“we go swimming in the Mediter- 


ranean at what used to be an. 


ultra-smart beach club. It’s now 
full of shell holes and Italian pris- 
oners but the beach and water are 
still the same.” 

Describing the situation in North 
Africa as “pretty well cleaned up,” 
Sieber wrote that “the Americans 
coming in the back door will make 
it most difficult for Jerry if he 
tries to stay anywhere.” 

Few Enemy Planes, 

Two weeks of action which were 
“exciting, hectic and busy,” culmi- 
nating in what “appears to be a 
rout of the Afrika Korps” were 
described in a letter written four 
days previously.. Sieber mentioned 
a “noticeable shortage” of enemy 
planes, and said hig detachment 
ran casualties back to the ad- 
vanced dressing station until the 
general advance began. Cases were 
heavy during the last four or five 
days on the old front, he observed, 
and “I saw a bit of everything 
connected with this business then.” 

“When the advance began it went 
like wildfire,” Sieber wrote, “and 
it has been fully as hectic as a re- 
treat. We have made long jumps 
of 20 to 40 miles at a time and 
are now deep in previously occu- 
pied territory. 

“Jerry's retreat was far from or- 


Ii\derly and the Eyeties’ (Italians) 


was a panic. As a result, scrouge 
has been the order of the day and 
we are all looters. Am encased 
at the moment in Jerry riding 
breeches (brand new) and Eyetie 


i} hob-nailed boots, also brand new— 


items most necessary as my avail- 
able wardrobe was getting a bit 
rusty and water is scarce.” 

Writing on a folding table from 
a deserted Italian officers’ mess, 
Sieber observed that “the United 
States Army is beginning to be 
seen quite frequently and the re- 
ports are they are in Algiers or 
thereabouts and striking for Jerry’s 
rear.” 

The ‘City of Los Angeles.’ 

“The air force is quite strong 
here now,” he continued, “and the 
white star is a wonderful thing to 
see. 

“We passed some Americans in a 
jeep yesterday with a sign in the 
back which said ‘City of Los An- 
geles—City Limits.’ It was an old 
joke but welcome.” 

Telling of the surrender of the 
Italians, Sieber related that several 
of his ambulance corps mates were 
hunting shells on the beach and 
shooting some discarded Italian ri- 
fles out over the water. 

“After they had fired several 
volleys,” Sieber wrote, “nine 
grimed Italians emerged hurriedly 
from a cave waving a white flag 
and proceeded to sit down in front 
of them. They were all grinning 
like apes and jabbering ‘Guerra 
fini’ and offering our lads cigars 
before the boys could close their 
mouths.” 7 

The prisoners were marched be- 
fore the commanding officer, Sie- 
ber continued, who did not know 
quite what to do with them. 

“As a matter of fact, he wasn’t 
at all pleased,” Sieber wrote. 
“Rather irregular and all that sort 
of thing. I think he was rather 
put out by the fact that he couldn’t 
give us all hell for playing with 

”

Clip this column for reference, 
for these names are sure to be of 
increasing importance. The sym- 
bol “(n)” stands for, not an “n” 
sound, but for the French nasal 
sound, which has no equivalent in 
English. Allow the nasal sound to 
come through the nose and do not 
give it even the slightest sound of 
the English consonant “n”, | 

VICHY. The French do not 
rhyme the name with “fishy.” The 
accent falls lightly on the second 
syllable, thus: vee-SHEE. 


HENRI PHILIPPE PETAIN. 
The “h” of Henri is silent. The first 
syllable of Petain is like the Eng- 
lish word “pay.” The second syl- 
lable is accented and has the vowel 
sound of pan, tan, but with the 
“n” strongly nasalized, thus: 
ah(n)-REE fee-LEEP pay-TA (N). 

CHARLES DE GAULLE. There 
must be a law that compels broad- 
casters to say “dee GAWL.” But 
the correct pronunciation is very 
easy. The final “s” of Charles is 
silent and the “a” is almost as 
flat as in gal, pal. De is neither 
“dee” nor “day.” It is rather like 


the word dub without the “b.” ~ 


Gaulle rhymes with hole, pole. Say: 
sharl duh GOLE. 


JEAN DARLAN, In French, “j” 
has the “zh” sound like the “z” of

HENRI HONORE GIRAUD. The 
“o’s” of Honore sound about like 
the short “u” (uh) sound of “o” in 
honey, money.

By South in 
Bridge Game 


Many readers probably will take 
violent exception to South's en- 
thusiastic bidding on what they 
will conceive to be anything but a 
strong hand. The fact is, however, 
that South bid his hand mag- 


itably tumble. The first of these 
was his rebid after North’s original 
jump take-out. Ninety-eight per 
cent of players, I fear, now would 
bid two no trump on the South 
hand in an effort show balanced 
distribution, “no extra values,” and 
with the desire of dampening 
North’s ardor. This particular 
South had a vastly different idea. 
The fact that he had absolutely 
nothing in spades, and that he did 
have the fitting diamond queen, 
was enough in his eyes to justify 
the raise of diamonds. On the next 
round, after North’s three heart 
bid, South persisted in his refusal 
to “sign off” at no trump. [ft 
North had diamonds and hearts, 
and presumably some sort of fit 
with clubs because of his original 
jump take-out, South had no in- 
tention of “slowing up” North by 
implying values in the spade suit, 
which North would regard as 
worthless. South had no such 
values, hence ‘there was no reason 


to fear “duplication.” * 


Rather than make the discourag- 
ing rebid of three no trump, South 
shrewdly preferred the highly un- 
orthodox action of rebidding his 
four card club suit. Now, when 
North showed club support, South 
virtually had a photograph of the 
North hand. South was so sure 
about North’s singleton spade (at 
most) that he had no hesitancy in 
jumping all the way to six dia- 
monds, this jump being based 
largely on the fact that his queen 
of clubs, in connection with the 
ace and king and with North’s club 
raise, guaranteed club solidity.
